Severed arm found floating in

The banks of the 
Kentucky River in 
Lockport produced a 
gruesome catch Friday 
afternoon. 

Fishermen found a 
human arm floating 


along the riverbank near 
the locks. 

“Our preliminary 
assessment, and this is 
totally preliminary specu 
lation on our part until 
we can do more testing, 
is that the arm had been 
in the water for a mini¬ 
mum of three weeks,” 
said Henry County 


Coroner James Pollard. 

The arm, which was 
bare, was severed at 
the shoulder and was 
intact down to the fin¬ 
gertips. Pollard said the 
arm exhibited normal 
decomposition due to 
exposure to the elements 
and refuted some claims 
that the arm was bruised 


and bloated and that its 
fingertips were adorned 
with acrylic nails. 

“That’s entirely false,” 
Pollard said. “A pre¬ 
liminary examination 
Saturday morning at the 
state medical examiner’s 
office did lead us to be 
fairly confident that it 
belongs to a female.” 


Kentucky River 


Detectives and troop¬ 
ers from Kentucky State 
Police, along with offi¬ 
cers with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife responded 
to the scene, as did 
Pollard. Cadaver dogs 
from a search and rescue 
team in Owen County 
and volunteer firefighters 
from Kentucky River Fire 


Department searched 
the river and surround¬ 
ing area but as of press 
time had found no other 
remains. 

“We’re continuing the 
search,” Pollard said. 
“We’re trying to locate 
underwater equipment to

“He approached the girl and 
struck up a conversation, and he 
got her to hug him and he kissed 
her on the cheek,” said Meadows. 

Then Fisher left, and came back 
again a little while later, and that 
time, he touched her on her bot¬ 
tom, Meadows said.

Daughters and Sons of 
the American Revolution 
Saturday rededicated the 
circa-1930s marker that 
commemorated “the reli¬ 
gious and civic center of 
the Low Dutch Company,” 
at the Low Dutch 
Meetinghouse. 


marker restored to its 'house' 


The plaque originally 
placed by the Bland Ballard 
Chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution 
recalls in a few words the 
purchase of 6,800 acres for 
the Low Dutch to form a 
religious colony in what 
would become Henry and 
Shelby counties. 

Members of the same 
DAR chapter arranged for 


the rededication of the 
stolen marker that was 
later reclaimed in 2013 by 
chance at an auction house 
in Mercer County. 

The plaque will now 
reside on Highway 421, 
outside Pleasureville, at 
the meetinghouse recon¬ 
structed by Sam and JoAnn 
Adams, now used as the 
traditional textile arts studio 


and gallery, Sweet Home 
Spun, after the bronze 
marker was spared from 
becoming scrap. 

“People don’t think we 
have any history here — 
we do have history here,” 
Carla Gerding of the Bland 
Ballard DAR chapter said. 
“It is interesting history,

Adult education expands class offerings in Eminence 


More time to get GED

JCTC’s Henry County 
Adult Education will 
expand its Eminence 
location hours to four 
days a week to better 


help students there. 

Beginning Nov. 1, the 
hours at the Eminence 
Christian Church loca¬ 
tion will be Monday 
through Friday from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m., which 
will add about a day’s 
worth of time for clients 
16 and older to come 
in for GED preparation, 


college prep, academic 
skills brush-up, National 
Career Readiness 
Certificate preperation 
and more. 

“One of the reasons 
we’re extending the 
hours, we’re getting 
more clients, and the cli¬ 
ents we have want more 
time,” Betty Rankin, 


site coordinator, said. 
“Because when you’re 
not employed, you want 
to get your GED as soon 
as possible and not drag 
it out a long time.” 

The quickest she’s seen 
someone earn their GED 
was four weeks, but it 
can take a year or more, 
depending on rate of 


learning and where the 
student’s skills begin. 

Rankin welcomed two 
new students Wednesday, 
two friends who decided 
to seek their GED 
together. 

Joyce Ann Booth of 
Bethlehem left school in 
the ninth grade to work 
on her family’s tobacco 


farm, and Michelle 
Winters of Lockport 
experienced complica¬ 
tions during her preg¬ 
nancy in the 10th grade 
that even stopped her 
homebound education. 

“That was the big¬ 
gest mistake of my life,”

A team also landscaped 
the outside to give it 
more curb appeal, Sabo 
said. 

Hometown also plans 
to deliver a pallet of ice 
melt for the help center 


to use in wintertime. 

Beyond that, $5 from 
every gift card of $30 
or more sold from the 
Eminence restaurant 
will go to help feed the 
hungry through the help 
center, she added. 

“It’s our first year,” 
Sabo said. “It’s a brand 
new program to help 
feed the hungry. We’ll 
advertise it through 
social media and in-store 
signage, and we’ll go 
from there. We hope it 
produces a lot of dollars 
for them.” 

Sabo loves the help 
center and feels a great 
connection with the 
program founded by 
Joe Durbin. Providing 
assistance to efforts like 
the help center feels very 
rewarding.

Coincidentally, a foot 
was found in Carroll 
County in the Ohio River 
over the weekend, but 
it’s not a match to the 
arm found in Lockport, 
Pollard said. 

“The foot was in much, 
much worse condition,” 
Pollard said. “It has defi¬ 
nitely been in the water 
much longer than the 
arm.” 

Pollard said the cut of 
the arm was very smooth, 
not torn, and that further 
examination could reveal 
the weapon used to sever 
the limb. 

The arm was sent to 
the Kentucky Medical 
Examiner’s Office to 
begin the process of iden¬ 
tification, where they will 
attempt to draw DNA 
samples and get finger¬ 
prints, although that may 
not lead investigators to 
the arm’s owner. 

“DNA and fingerprints 
are only good if there’s 
a match in the system,” 
Pollard said. 

And while investigators 
grapple with establishing 
an identification, deter¬ 
mining the weapon and 
searching for any more 
remains, they must also 
contend with the flow 
of the river itself, which 
compounds the difficulty 
of the investigation. 

“The Kentucky River 
starts way up in the 
mountains of Eastern 
Kentucky,” Pollard said. 
“It could have come from 
as far away as there or as 
close as Frankfort. And 
because the river’s been 
up, it’s more likely it 
came from way up river.” 

Pollard said there is 
currently no missing per¬ 
sons report in the area 
that even remotely fits the 
description of the arm.

Winters said. “We’re out 
here to get our GED to 
brighten our future.” 

A caregiver already, 
it’s her goal to earn 
her GED and go on to 
become a certified nurs¬ 
ing assistant. 

Booth wanted to get 
a refresher on math and 
reading, find a job and 
have a better future, she 
said. “We decided to 
come in here together 
and do this together.” 

Most training takes 
the form of one-on-one 
tutoring, Rankin said. All 
instructors are certified 
teachers. 

The extra hours in 
Eminence will help the 
adult education center to 
reach its goal of enrolling

Landing employment 
provides the motivation 
for many clients, but 
adult education has other 
offerings, Rankin said. 

Instructors just com¬ 
pleted a National Career 
Readiness Certification 
course with 29 employ¬ 
ees of Eminence Speaker, 
for example, Rankin said. 
Also offered is an English 
as a second language 
course, which meets at 
the Presbyterian church. 


A second adult educa¬ 
tion site is located in the 
Campbellsburg Baptist 
Church. Those hours 
are 9 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
Tuesday and Thursday. 

In cooperation with 
the Kentucky Career 
Center and the Henry 
County Resource Center, 
adult education will also 
offer two hour-long 
workshops at the library 
— Nov. 5 on computer 
literacy and Nov. 20 
on health literacy, both 
beginning at 1 p.m. 

All adult education 
classes are free, but four 
tests in the course cost 
$30 each, Rankin said. 
For the time being, the 
cost for these tests have 
been reduced to $10 
each statewide, until 
funding runs out.

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Apply perspective to Ebola vims scare 


With the Ebola virus, 
as with anything, how 
worried you should be 
requires perspective. 

With this week’s rev¬ 
elation about deadly 
airbags, it appears 
American citizens are 
at four times greater 
risk from having a fatal 
accident with their own 
vehicular safety device 
than dying from the 
outbreak of the virus 
that causes hemorrhagic 
fever. 

One wag with an 
Internet meme ref¬ 
erenced the danger 
from the disease more 
humorously: Country 
Singer Taylor Swift has 
broken up with more 
boys than Americans 
that suffer from Ebola. 

There’s nothing 
funny about the disease 
that has killed around 
4,555 people, mostly 
in Liberia, Guinea and 
Sierra Leone in West 
Africa.

States freaked out when 
Ebola made a surprise 
appearance as an infect¬ 
ed man traveled here 
from overseas to be with 
his fiance. 

It makes sense to 
show concern over a 
virus that can prove 
deadly for 70 percent of 
those who get infected. 

The news media has 
provided maximum 
coverage on every little 
detail of the outbreak, 
leading others to accuse 
the broadcast outlets 
of pushing even non¬ 
hypochondriacs to feel 
tense, despite the many 


assurances proffered 
about how difficult it is 
to spread Ebola. 

When a PBS 
Newshour host asked 
Dr. Stephen Morse if 
the physician found to 
be sick after treating 
those with Ebola and 
returning to New York 
could have unwittingly 
spread the disease by 
riding the subway or 
taking a cab, Morse told 
the broadcaster that the 
risk is very slight. 

“If there were symp¬ 
toms and if, for exam¬ 
ple, he had left some 
blood behind or vom¬ 
ited or something like 
that, then there might 
be some risk, espe¬ 
cially if one happened 
to touch it, or touch it 
to their eyes or nose,” 
answered the epidemi¬ 
ology from Columbia 
University. “But in most 
cases, there is very little 
risk. And if there are 
no symptoms, there 
wouldn’t be any of this 


material to leave behind. 
And there’s not that 
much virus in sweat 
during the early stages. 
So, I think it would be 
very unlikely, in fact 
almost impossible, for 
someone to get infected 
by an asymptomatic 
patient, one who has 
not yet shown symp¬ 
toms of disease.” 

In order to counter 
the hysteria, a number 
of experts and new 
media sites have posted 
factoids to try to put the 
viral threat in perspec¬ 
tive. 

The resulting com¬ 
mentary cautions read¬ 
ers to use care when 
getting in the shower, 
stepping off the curb, 
taking a bite and chew¬ 
ing. 

Back in the day, 
before our daily lives 
became such a rush 
of activities and meat 
wasn’t processed to 
remove all those haz¬ 
ardous little bones, 


Dr. Henry Heimlich 
invented his maneuver 
in response to the 3,000 
people who died a year 
from choking. 

Those who die from 
falling down in the 
shower reached its peak 
in 1998 at 15,900, 
according to answers, 
com. 

A recent Vox.com 
article noted that more 
than 40,000 per year go 
to a hospital emergency 
room to get treatment 
for tip-overs from when 
they tried to move their 
own belongings. Of 
those, about 30 people 
lose their lives. 

Buzzfeed posted a list 
of 20 things that kill 
more people every year 
than sharks, which also 
may be instructive for 
ebola. Sharks attacks, 
by the way, result in the 
deaths of five persons 
each year. 

Other health deficits, 
examples of neglect, acts 
of God and wild animals 


that prove more fatal 
each year than Ebola, 
according to Buzzfeed, 
include: obesity at 
30,000 deaths; light¬ 
ning strikes at 10,000 
annually; and texting at 
6 , 000 . 

Resulting in more 
fatalities than Americans 
have contracted Ebola 
includes volcanoes at 
845; falling out of bed 
at 450 in the U.S.; deer 
at 130; icicles at 100 for 
Russians alone; torna¬ 
does at 60; and jellyfish 
40 — just to name a 
few. 

And doctors rarely 
miss the chance to say 
influenza kills tens of 
thousands of people 
each year, far outstrip¬ 
ping those who suc¬ 
cumb to Ebola. 

So, don’t worry. Your 
time is much better 
spent eating sensible 
portions, taking care 
when moving any bulky 
and top-heavy items and 
washing your hands.

Jobless rates down in 
all 120 Ky. counties 


STAFF REPORT 

Unemployment rates 
fell in all 120 Kentucky 
counties between 
September 2013 and 
September 2014, accord¬ 
ing to a news release 
from the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

State officials note this 
is the second consecutive 
month that Kentucky 
has seen a year-over-year 
drop in all counties, the 
news release noted. Last 
month was the first time 
on record this had hap¬ 
pened. 

Henry County jobless 
rate remained practically 
level from the end of 
summer, according to the 
county unemployment 
charts from the state. 

The change from August 
to September involved 
a tenth of a percentage 
point drop from 6 to 5.9 
percent. 

State statistics estimate 
the unemployed from 
Henry County at 424. In 
September 2013, Henry 
County’s jobless rate was 
8.1 percent, the chart 
said. Daviess and Warren 
counties recorded the 
lowest jobless rates in the 


Commonwealth at 4.8 
percent each, accord¬ 
ing to the news release. 
They were followed by 
Boone, Fayette, Madison, 
Oldham, Owen, Scott, 
Shelby, Simpson, Spencer 
and Woodford counties, 
4.9 percent each. 

Jackson County 
recorded the state’s high¬ 
est unemployment rate 
— 13.2 percent. It was 
followed by Magoffin 
County, 12.6 percent; 
Harlan and Leslie coun¬ 
ties, 11.4 percent each; 
Letcher County, 10.9 
percent; Knott County, 
10.1 percent; Bell 
County, 9.7 percent; 

Clay County, 9.6 per¬ 
cent; and Fulton County, 
9.4 percent. 

Unemployment 
statistics are based on 
estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends 
rather than actually to 
count people working. 
Civilian labor force statis¬ 
tics include non-military 
workers and unemployed 
Kentuckians who are 
actively seeking work. 
They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians 
who have not looked for 
employment within the 
past four weeks.

and we should be proud 
of it.” 

Many of Henry 
County’s most common 
names originated with 
the colony, like Banta, 
Shuck and Brewer, 
Gerding said. Gerding is 
one of the “Low Dutch 
Cousins,” a group of 
descendents from the 
settlement who gather 
every other year for fel¬ 
lowship while learning 
about their ancestors. 

The opportunity to 
once again dedicate the 
plaque fit in well with 
the DAR’s mission to 
promote history, pres¬ 
ervation and education, 
Gerding said. 

Somebody swiped 
the original marker off 
its millstone mount 
in 1943, according to 
Maude Johnston Drane’s 
1948 History of Henry 
County. A replacement 
marker again put up by 
the Bland Ballard DAR 
chapter went missing. 

Historians Amalie 
Preston of Mercer 
County and colony 
descendant Vince Akers 
of Indianapolis retrieved 
the marker in 2013 after 
it went up on a website 
listing for a private auc¬ 
tion in Campbellsville. 

Akers paid $185 from 
his own pocket to get the 


marker back. 

It amazed Gerding 
how the Low Dutch set¬ 
tlers ended up in this 
part of Kentucky. For 
Saturday’s proceedings, 
Gerding asked Akers to 
talk about how influen¬ 
tial the ideas the Low 
Dutch brought with 
them impact American 
society to this day. 

The Low Dutch 
Colony consisted of 
descendants from a 
group of Holland Dutch 
who immigrated to 
America, according to 
a history compiled by 
Akers. They called their 
New World home New 
Amsterdam, though it 
became better known as 
New York City after the 
English took it over in 
1664. 

The Dutch did not 
want to live under the 
English, so they, like so 
many other pioneers, 
went West. 

“They had a dream of 
a Dutch colony some¬ 
where on the frontier 
with enough land to 
sustain generations of 
large families,” Akers 
wrote. “Here they could 
preserve their language, 
church customs and eth¬ 
nic identify.” 

After creating a colony 
in Pennsylvania, one 
group of Low Dutch 
climbed the Cumberland 
Gap to reach Kentucky 
and a second floated 
down the river from Fort 


Pitt to land at the Falls 
of the Ohio in 1780, the 
historian wrote. 

Colonists petitioned 
the Continental Congress 
for a land grant on the 
northwest side of the 
river in 1782, Akers 
wrote. The settlers often 
found themselves harried 
by the Native Americans 
in Kentucky. 

When they didn’t get 
the response they wanted 
from the congress, the 
Low Dutch turned to 
Squire Boone, brother to 
Daniel, to acquire their 
needed land. Akers notes 
that Squire Boone in 
1780 built Painted Stone 
Station in Shelby County 
and had a claim for thou¬ 
sands of acres. 

Boone sold the Low 
Dutch 5,610 acres in 
1785 for a price of 935 
pounds sterling. 

Their total acquisitions 
took the Low Dutch 
Company settlement up 
to 8,600 acres, about 
5,100 of them in pres¬ 
ent-day Henry County. 

“The Meetinghouse 
was built in the heart 
of 5,600 acres of land 
purchased from Squire 
Boone, Daniel Boone’s 
brother, in 1786 and 
served as the religious 
center and housed many 
community gatherings,” 
Akers wrote. “The Dutch 
colony held its last meet¬ 
ing in the Meetinghouse 
on May 9, 1831, at 
which time the Low

Dutch Company’s busi¬ 
ness was closed.” 

The original building 
got moved, rebuilt and 
reused as a stock barn on 
the nearby George List 
farm until 2004, when 
Sam and JoAnn Adams 
took on the project to 
restore the former meet¬ 
inghouse. 

When a new owner, 
Eddie Baxter, bought 
the List farm, he quickly 
realized he had acquired 
something special. 

“He was going to tear 
down the barn,” JoAnn 
Adams said. “What 
caught his attention was 
these octagonal pillars, 
and he realized this was 
something that needed 
to be saved.” 

Eddie and Charlene 
Baxter donated the struc¬ 


ture. The Kentucky Trust 
for Historic Preservation 
provided assistance to 
move the structure to the 
Adams property, not far 
from its original site. 

The Adams wanted to 
help preserve the history 
of the colony through 
saving the meetinghouse 
and to create the studio 
to showcase traditional 
textile arts there through 
Sweet Home Spun. 

Many people who 
deserve credit for the 
meetinghouse and the 
marker being saved and 
the history surrounding 
them being preserved. 

DAR members singled 
out Henry County Clerk 
Juanita Lashley for a 
National DAR Historic 
Preservation Award for 
her work to preserve the 


colony records. 

Akers has dedicated 
years of his life to study¬ 
ing the history of the 
Low Dutch Colony, 
Adams said. 

“If it wasn’t for Vince 
Akers, I think the his¬ 
tory of this area would 
have been lost,” she said. 
“It’s been amazing the 
research he’s done and 
the interest he’s taken.” 

“Everybody’s just 
pitched in and helped 
in every possible way,” 
Gerding said. “It’s been 
really cool. It’s the best 
example you can find 
of community spirit. 
Nobody got anything 
out of it — they all did 
it out of the goodness of 
their hearts.”

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Heating assistance program opens enrollment Nov. 3

Two LIHEAP pro¬ 
grams provided nearly 
$110,000 worth of assis¬ 
tance to Henry County 
residents last winter, 
according to informa¬ 
tion from Tri-County 
Community Action 
Agency. Enough requests 
came in for the crisis pro¬ 
gram, it ran out of funds 
a month early. 

Tri-County will begin 
taking applications for 
the subsidy funding in 
the Low Income Heating 
Energy Assistance 
Program in November, 
said Pam Sage, the 
LIHEAP director. 

There’s a sign up sched¬ 
ule that begins Nov. 

3 for those whose last 
name starts with A or B 
and continues through 


Dec. 11. 

Eligibility is based 
on household size and 
income. For a house¬ 
hold of one, the gross 
income to qualify would 
be $1,265 or below. 
Income levels for larger 
households can be found 
by adding $440 for each 
additional family mem¬ 
ber. 

Program rules state 
that applicants must be 
responsible for paying 
the heating costs, must 
provide proof of income 
and a copy of heating or 
utility bills. 

LIHEAP covers all 
kinds of heating sources, 
including electric, natural 
gas, propane, oil, coal or 
wood, Sage said. 

During the 2013-2014 
winter season, LIHEAP 
in Henry County funded 
156 applications and 


spent $19,500 in the 
subsidy program, she 
said. This came as a 
credit on clients’ utility 
accounts. 

To qualify for cri¬ 
sis help, those with a 
metered utility service 
have to present a discon¬ 
nect notice, Sage said. 
Those who use propane 
or fuel oil to heat with 
have to be within so 
many days of running 
out. 

The crisis program is 
scheduled to go through 
March, but it usu¬ 
ally runs out of funds 
by then, she said. Last 
year, the 364 funded 
applications took nearly 
$90,000 to pay and 
depleted the crisis monies 
by February. 

Between the subsidy 
program and financial 
counseling available from 


Tri-County, agency offi¬ 
cials hope that clients 
never have to lose their 
utility services and sit in 
the cold during winter. 

“The point of the 
subsidy is to keep them 
out of crisis,” she said. 
“We try to help as many 
families as we can to 
keep them from having 
to come in, hopefully, 
for crisis [funding] in 
January.” 

Out of the service area 
of Henry, Trimble and 
Oldham, Tri-County 
spends the highest per¬ 
centage of the LIHEAP 
funds in Henry County, 
Sage said. There are 
a number of factors 
involved — she believes 
the rural nature of Henry 
County and the difficulty 
of keeping dependable 
transportation in order 
to commute for employ¬ 


ment are two reasons for 
that. 

Housing stock in 
Henry County is often 
older and relies on more 
expensive sources of heat 
like propane and fuel oil, 
Sage said. 

“We see a lot of strug¬ 
gling families,” she said. 
“We see a lot of single 
mothers, we see a lot of 
single-parent families. 

We see a lot of elderly 
people.” 

Many times a single 
income is just not suf¬ 
ficient to cover a house¬ 
hold’s expenses, Sage 
said. 

Having the power 
turned off can com¬ 
plicate a family’s situa¬ 
tion, because a rule for 
government-subsidized 
housing requires tenants 
to keep their electric on, 
she said. “You have to 


keep your electric on or 
you do lose your hous¬ 
ing.” 

There’s so much need, 
Sage hopes to hear new 
ideas and to raise new 
sources of support in the 
future. 

“We are just really 
worried about our fami¬ 
lies — times are getting 
harder for them, money’s 
getting tighter,” she 
said. “There is a huge 
need for other commu¬ 
nity resources in Henry 
County. I would love to 
see more partnerships 
and more community 
involvement with low 
income programs in 
Henry County.”

After a six-month 
battle, Judy Mason 
Sparrow, 69, passed away 
from pancreatic cancer. 
That’s when her grand¬ 
daughter, Catherine 
McKinley, decided to be 
an advocate for pancreatic 
cancer patients and their 
families. 

McKinley serves as the 
community engagement 
chair of the Pancreatic 
Cancer Action Network. 
Her role is to engage 
the local community by 
bringing awareness to this 
specific type of cancer. 

“My goal is to help 
others who are or have 
experienced pancreatic 
cancer,” McKinley said. 
“We need to educate 
people about this deadly 
cancer because there is no 
early detection or effec¬ 
tive treatment.” 

McKinley said that 
only six percent of those 
diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer will survive more 
than five years and that 
in 2014, an estimated 
46,420 people in the 


U.S. will be diagnosed 
with this cancer. It is cur¬ 
rently the fourth leading 
cause of death in this 
country and is projected 
to become second by 
2020. This year an esti¬ 
mated 570 Kentuckians 
will die from pancreatic 
cancer. 

There is informa¬ 
tion and support for 
patients and their fami¬ 
lies, McKinley said. The 
PALS program is a free, 
comprehensive service for 
patients, families, health¬ 
care workers and more 
that provides the most 
current information.

He added that the inci¬ 
dent took place with the 
girl’s parents present. 

Meadows said that 
Fisher was charged with 
resisting arrest because 
he struggled with him 
and another deputy when 
they tried to handcuff 
him. 

He added that Fisher 
seemed to be in his right 
mind. 

“He knew where he 


was, who he was; didn’t 
give any indication he 
was disoriented,” he said. 

Meadows said that 
Fisher has no prior record 
of other such occurrences 
that he could determine. 

The charge of first- 
degree sexual abuse of a 
child under 12-years-old 
is a Class C felony, pun¬ 
ishable by 5 to 10 years 
in prison. The charge of 
resisting arrest is a misde¬ 
meanor.

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Eminence Schools host 
innovative educators

The hallways of 
Eminence Independent 
Schools were recently 
crawling with state-level 
educators from across the 
country for a site visit of 
an innovative Kentucky 
school district. 

They popped their 
heads in doorways to lis¬ 
ten in on lessons and the 
more curious ventured 
into classrooms to sit and 
talk with students. 

Anita Bernhardt of 
the Department of 
Education in Maine was 
delighted by her conver¬ 
sation with second-grad¬ 
er Angelica Rangle. 

“It was very clear to 
me that she not only 
understood what she 
was doing, but she 
also understood the 
concept behind the 
exercise,” Bernhardt 
said of Rangle’s explana¬ 
tion of a base ten block 
assignment in Tammy 
Dotson’s class. “I’ve seen 
some really wonderful 
connections between the 
students and the work 
they are doing and there 
is a clear connection 
between the activity and 
the educational standard 
it reinforces.” 

Bernhardt was one 
of many educators that 
chose to take an optional 
field trip to Eminence 
Independent Schools as 
part of their participation 
in an annual conference 
offered to the Council 
of Chief State School 
Officers (CCSSO), a 
national organization 
that provides support to 
the top educational offi¬ 
cials across the nation, 
according to David 
Cook, the Director of 
Innovation and Partner 
Engagement for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education. 

“The group that vis¬ 


ited Eminence is a sub¬ 
set of that organization 
called the Innovation 
Lab Network, or ILN,” 
Cook added “The ILN 
is a consortium of twelve 
states of which Kentucky 
is a member who have 
come together to learn 
from each other about 
innovative practices 
in each of the twelve 
states.” 

Cook said ILN chose 
Eminence for the site 
visit because it has been 
identified as a “District of 
Innovation” in Kentucky 
and it is a frontrunner in 
implementing innovation 
in its instructional meth¬ 
odology. 

“Eminence reflects 
leadership from the 
school board to the 
superintendent and 
through the teaching 
faculty and the commu¬ 
nity that has created a 
culture of innovation and 
innovative instruction 
programs that embody 
all six of the critical 
attributes on which the 
ILN is based,” Cook 
said. “Eminence has 
embraced these critical 
attributes and you see 
them in every classroom, 
with every teacher and 
in every administra¬ 
tor. The community that 
is Eminence believes, 
and I would agree, that 
all the efforts they are 
making result in better 
learning opportunities 
for kids, which in turn 
makes it possible for 
more of them to be col¬ 
lege/career ready when 
they graduate from high 
school.” 

Those critical attri¬ 
butes, including world- 
class knowledge and 
skills, performance based 
learning, personalized 
learning, anytime/any¬ 
where learning, student 
agency and comprehen¬ 
sive systems of support 
were clearly on display 
during the visit. 


“My visit underscored 
the importance of strong 
connections among 
learning targets, learning 
experiences and students 
being able to commu¬ 
nicate their learning. 
Innovation is not just 
about the gadget, it’s 
about the learning that 
goes with it,” Bernhardt 
said. “I was struck by the 
clear, passionate and pub¬ 
licly embraced mission of 
the school to get all stu¬ 
dents to proficiency.” 

Cook also pointed 
out that Eminence is 
excelling in the area of 
innovation as an existing 
district. 

“Many times the peo¬ 
ple who are participating 
in the ILN are given 
great examples of inno¬ 
vative schools but they 
are either charters or 
schools that were created 
for specific purposes,” 
Cook said. “They can see 
what happens when every 
teacher believes that 
every student can achieve 
at high levels if given 
the right set of supports 
and provided with the 
tools and environments 
that are designed to, as 
Buddy Berry would say, 
to say ‘Yes and’ and not 
‘No.’ 

“The entire district is 
focused on doing what¬ 
ever it takes to ensure 
every child has a learning 
experience that sets them 
up for success,” Cook 
added. 

School personnel were 
flattered that Eminence 
was chosen for this site 
visit. EHS principal 
Shannon Treece is a rep¬ 
resentative for Kentucky 
to the ILN. 

“Eminence has been 
established as THE 
standard in innovation,” 
Treece said. “It’s pretty 
neat considering we’re 
pretty small and they’re 
talking about our teach¬ 
ers.”

You may have noticed 
your home being invaded 
by an assortment of pests 
this fall, including Asian 
lady beetles, Brown 
Marmorated Stink Bugs, 
boxelder bugs, crickets, 
spiders and black soldier 
beede larvae. These crea¬ 
tures typically visit homes 
that provide easy entry 
this time of year, often 
seeking refuge from 
changing weather. 

Pest proofing your 
home is the most effi¬ 
cient way to keep these 
critters out. Following 
these guidelines will help 
pest proof your home 
or place of business and 


some may even help you 
conserve energy and 
increase the comfort level 
this fall and winter. 

Install door sweeps 
or thresholds at the 
base of all exterior entry 
doors, paying particular 
attention to the bot¬ 
tom corners that are a 
common entry location. 


Insects and spiders can 
enter through a gap of 
one-sixteenth of an inch 
or less. Get down on the 
floor and check for light 
entering under doors; 
this indicates possible 
pest entryways. 

To close other poten¬ 
tial pest entries, apply 
caulk on the bottom 


outside edges and sides 
of door thresholds and 
line the bottom track of 
sliding glass doors with 
foam weather stripping 
Vi to 3 /4 inch wide to seal 
any gaps. 

Utility openings where 
pipes and wires enter the 
foundation and siding are 
common entry points for 
spiders, ants, yellowjack- 
ets and rodents. You can 
use caulk, cement, ure¬ 
thane expandable foam, 
steel wool and copper 
mesh to plug openings 
around outdoor faucets, 
receptacles, gas meters, 
clothes dryer vents and 
telephone or cable televi¬ 


sion wires. 

To reduce the entry 
of lady beetles, cluster 
flies and other overwin¬ 
tering pests, repair gaps 
and tears in window and 
door screens. Repairing 
screens also will keep out 
flies, gnats, mosquitoes 
and midges next summer. 

Another way to pre¬ 
vent pest entry is to 
apply an exterior barrier 
treatment with insecti¬ 
cides. To gain the most 
from this effort, apply 
long-lasting liquid for¬ 
mulations that contain 
synthetic pyrethroids. 
These products are avail¬ 
able at some hardware, 


lawn and garden shops. 
Apply the barrier treat¬ 
ment to the base of all 
exterior doors, garages, 
crawl space entrances, 
foundation vents and 
utility openings. It’s 
also useful to treat the 
outside perimeter of the 
foundation with a two- 
to six-foot wide band 
along the ground and 
two to three feet up the 
foundation wall.

ORDINANCE NO. 2014-08 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AN ORDINANCE 
REGULAT I ON REGULATING AND 
PROHIBITING THE KEEPING 
OF CERTAIN ANIMALS WITHIN THE 
CITY OF CAMPBELLSBURG, KENTUCKY 

WHEREAS, the keeping of certain animals 
within the city limits of the City of Campbellsburg, 
Kentucky, is determined to be a hazard to the 
health and well being of the citizens of Camp¬ 
bellsburg, Kentucky, the council does ordain as 
follows: 

1. ) It shall henceforth be unlawful for any 
person to keep within the city limits of the City 
of Campbellsburg, any of the following animals 
unless such person provides a minimum of (5) 
contiguous acres, surrounded by a fence ade¬ 
quate to contain such animals: cows, pigs, horses, 
sheep, goats, rabb i ts, peacocks, chickens, ducks 
or other poultry. 

2. ) It shall henceforth be unlawful for any 
person to, within the city limits of the City of Camp¬ 
bellsburg, Kentucky, operate an apiary as defined 
in Kentucky Revised Statute number 252.170. 

3. ) However, it shall not be unlawful for any 
person keeping any animals described in numeri¬ 
cal paragraph 1 at the time of passage of this 
ordinance to continue to keep an equal or lesser 
number of such animals at their present location 
within the City of Campbellsburg, Kentucky; pro¬ 
vided that any person wishing to continue to keep 
such animals being kept at the time of passage of 
this ordinance shall as a prerequisite to the excep¬ 
tion provided by this paragraph: a.) within 60 days 
of passage of this ordinance give written notice 
to the City Clerk of the City of Campbellsburg, 
Kentucky, of the numbers and specie of animals 
being kept by them at the time of passage of this 
ordinance, b.) Allow periodic inspections of such 
animals by a designated representative of the City 
Council of the City of Campbellsburg; and c.) not 
increase the number of specie of animals being 
kept at the time of passage of this ordinance. 

Any person charged hereunder shall be sum¬ 
moned to appear before the Henry County District 
Court, New Castle, Kentucky, and shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than ten dollars ($10) not more 
than fifty dollars ($50). Each day that said person 
is not in compliance with this ordinance shall be 
treated as a separate offense. 

The invalidity of any item or provision of this 
ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other 
provision, it being the intention of the City Council 
to enact the ordinance item by item.

Lady Cats finish 2nd 
in 31 st district

The Henry County 
Lady Cats took on 
their county rivals the 
Eminence Warriors in 
the first round of the 31 st 
District tournament Oct. 
21 at Warsaw and came 
out on top in a very 
closely contested volley¬ 
ball match. In the finals 
the Carroll County Lady 
Panthers were dominant 
as they rolled to a 3-0 
victory over the Lady 
Cats.

It was a seesaw affair 
as Henry County got 
out to a lead after win¬ 
ning the first game, but 
Eminence came back to 
take the next two games, 
before the Lady Cats 
played some of their best 
volleyball of the season 
to win the final two 
games. 

Eminence opened the 
game by scoring the first 
three points off Henry 


County errors before 
the Lady Cats settled 
down and scored six of 
the next seven points 
to take a 5-4 lead. The 
Warriors’ Emily Coomes 
got a kill to end the 
Henry County run. The 
game stayed close with 
the teams trading the 
lead back and forth until 
Henry County scored 
four straight points to go 
up 13-9. 

The Lady Cats 
stretched the lead to 
16-11 and maintained a 
lead for the rest of the 
game until the Warriors 
made a late run to tie it 
at 22-22 on another kill 
by Coomes. 

Henry County was 
shaken and committed 
an error on the next 
point to fall behind 
22-23. But the Warriors 
could not hold the serve 
and Henry County got it 
back at 23-23.

The Warriors looked 
to be in trouble in game 
two as they fell behind 
12-4.

The Warriors were able 
to stop the run and close 
the gap to four points at 
17-13 midway through 
the game.
